Response to Arguments

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 19 has been amended as follows: 

19. (currently amended) A base station for a system for communicating with 
terminals, comprising: means for obtaining, in conjunction with a control facility, a list of 
shared channels that is allocated to the base station and that has been communicated to 
one of said terminals from said control facility, wherein said list is composed of several 
sets of shared channels; means for selecting, for said one of the terminals, one of the sets 
of shared channels; and means for indicating to said terminal by way of a dedicated 
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channel, independently of the control facility, which set is selected from the list allocated 
to the base station.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-39 are allowed.
